Foreign Intelligence Activities (Killian Committee) 


1 . The Office of Draining has materially lac raaae d its activity 
since the last report* During the past tis months ||J djasaar. in'TS 
different courses were conducted during regular duty hours. , hi 
average weekly earatlmeet wa s life * There were Si classes ii 14 
different languages conducted under the provi sion £ of the Age, icy 
Language Development Program, the average weekly ©nrcilra- r,t of 
thee© classes, which ware conducted on off-duty hours, was 27S. 
InserwaUon was provided in Arabic, Chinese, Flnni-jh, Greek, 
Japanese, Persian, Polish, Russian and ether languages . Lndtr 
the provisions of Public Lav/ 1X0, training was approved for 534 
employees for various programs at external fedlitt s . 

2. Tha Language and Area School has continued to trot d-m its 
scope by offering instruction in Swahili and b*bak. Courses In thwi 
unusual languages are mt taught in any other government sch xf* 
Dhe School* s lira: time course in Grach will ho pre s weed in April 

of this yaor and the development of a substantial program in i dun- 
tlfic Russian is contemplated. It Is intended that the Scientific 
Russian cotes© will meet a definite Agency requirement and also 
serve the interests of oth r scientific personnel in s overnmui t . 

3. Savina s have been effected by the creation of an imar*- 
Agency Roundtable of language training directors from State, is- 
tionai Security Agency, US3A, Navy, Mr Force and CIA in ord-r to 
increase cooperation, coordination and informal exchange of : Dr- 
raation. By stimulating the formation of this group, the Agency has 
saved thousands of dollars is reducing duplication of effort . 

4. Hew co urses have been presented and oihera arcs be in * 
prepared io maet'Sh© requirements of the various Agency oompononts , 
1h« Operations School now has three new courses, Cainter-Lital- 


ligence Familiariaation , < land©*, tine Ueisg&JGl 
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Cksanteraeasarae , The first t wo naa**sd courses ere given at head- 
quarter* and the latter, designed to provide instruction In the 
detection of hostile audio surveillance, is presented in the Held, 
This course resulted irtm a requireme nt o f the National Security 
Council for activity in audio surveillance. Present coltoboratien 
with 0JDP/FI and 0D1/CS1 is tiKpected to result in a scientific and 
teghalfial. instructicnal training course designed to increase the 
capabilities of the Glands slice Services in the ^ 11^ 1 1

and 125 hows to inter- qp ncy program presentations at FSI, 
Strategic intelligence ichooi. Armed Faroes Staff Collage, Air 
Command and ZtaU Collie, Array War College, Naval Rct-«rv 
Officers School, Ft, Belvoh and USX/- . 

6. The Overseas Staff, charged with the responsibility of 
providing support to overseas training activities, has completed 
six studies designed aa guides for the use of instructional per- 
sonnel abroad. The staff has also provided the Ohsmdestine 
8ar*U»s with over l , OuO items applicable to specific trailin', 
objoctivfcs, 

7. the production of training films has continued during the 
past slat months. The Caching and Secret Writing films, referred 
to to the last report, hew. been completed and are now being utod 
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in regular instruction programs. A Logistics film, iUti»mtint the 
problems of support of operational activities at small field siu-.Uone , 
has bum racentiy completed and is now being edited for minor jhant 
prior to release. The script for Dead Drops, Hie fifth film in che Cls 
destine Communioatioas furies, has been completed and prod action 
expected to start in late April or early May. A script on security aw 
a script for a matrix film , covering the activities of the QD/t in the 
gathering of Information end the utiii nation of finished Intelligence , 
arc now being prepared . 

$. Although JCT‘a iiave been outstanding in aocomp l$sl * m ent , 
extension of the program for an additional six or eight month.. U 
being considered. Continued emphasis is being placed an cc- a - 
petence in foreign languages, however , the time needed for ex- 
tensive language study restricts instruction in other desired 
subjects . The study <m the JOT curelcuium now being undsrta ;t ii. 
should resolve the Instructional problems hi this fluid. A re- 
cently approved change in JOT placement is that service at a 
hardship post Is required, when necessary for care or develop - 
meat. 
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
